~——BYESCITED SENTRY 


) Mrs. Francis Burr Wounded 
When in Auto With Husband 
Near Jefferson Barracks. 


BULLET ENTERS HER BACK 
Her Condition Serious, but She 


May Recover—Soldier Ad- 
mits Firing Shots. 


Investigation by army officers into 
the shooting of Mrs. Frances Burr, wife 
of a Lieutenant, at Jefferson Barracks, 
Wednesday night, has revealed that the 
ehot probably was fired by an excited 
sentry. The investigation was ordered 
by Col. Beacom, the commandant. 

Mrs, Burr was riding in an auto with 
her husband towards their home when a 
bullet from behind etruck her in the 
right shoulder and lodged just under the 
third rib on the left side. 

She is at the Barracks hospital and, 
while her.condition is regarded as seri- 
ous, the surgeons say her chances of re- 
covery are excellent, as no vital organ 
‘was touched. 

Lieut. Burr told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter this morning that his wife was 
in tha front seat of their limousine with 
him, as they turned into the western 
gate of the reservation and motored to- 
wards quarters, abcut 600 yards away. 

They heard a shot and the Lieuten- 
ant remarked to his wife that a sentry 
must have gotten excited somewhere. 

- There was a second shot and Mrs. Burr 
fell forward Her husband took her 
directly to the hospital 

Disturbance in Woods, 

Capt. C. C. Farmer said that earliér in 
the evening there had been some kind of 
disturbance in the woods around the 
west gate, which opens on the Lemay 
Ferry road. Wednesday was payday 
for the soldiers and there was the usual 
payday crowd of visitors. Ora Wood- 
ruff, a private, and another guard were 
sent to see what the trouble was. 

Woodruff has admitted, according to 
the Captain, that when he saw the Burr 
limousine driving rapidly through the 
grounds he aig iy a halt, and that he 
then shot twice to attract the attention 
of its drivers. About the same time 
Woodruff declares; he beard three shots 
fn the Woods near by. He said he did 
~notethinkeithér of the bullets fired py 
him. struck the car. 

He explained that he thought the 
car might contain some of the per- 
sons concerned in the disturbance and 
that he wished to question them. 
Lieut. Burr declares he heard no sen- 
try’s challenge, but thinks it might 
have been drowned by the sound of 
the motor. 

Apparentiy a Government Bullet. 

The bullet was examined yesterday 
afternoon and, according to Col. Bea- 
com, it appeared to be one of ‘the 
kind issued by the Government. There 
was a possibility this was wrong, the 
Colonel explained, as the missile had 
struck a glass window in the ria- 
chine before striking Mrs. Burr and 
this had scratched it enough to cause 
it to spread. It is well known that a 

‘ scratch on the steel jacket of a bul- 
let from a high-power army rifle 
often causes it to “mushroom.” 

No steps have yet been taken for a 
courtimartial inquiry into the affai- 
The course to be pursued will not be 
éecided upon until the preliminary in- 
vestigation has been completed and 
there is reasonable certainty as to who 
fired the shot. 

Army officers explained that it is not 
customary for sentries, in times of 
peace, to shoot with ball cartridges at 
persons who ignore a sentry’s challenge. 
The Barracks is a training station, how 
ever, and it was said to be not unlikely 
that an unsteady recruit on sentry duty 
might get excited and shoot.

SALARIES $400 A MONTH 


Auditor Sure to Lose if Contest 
Is Decided on Size of 
Families. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 6.—An ex- 
amination of the records in the State 
Treasurer’s office today revealed 
that if State Auditor John P. Gordon 
does not look to his laurels, he will 
have to yield the honor of having 
the largest number of relatives on 
the State payroll to Secretary of 
State Cornelius Roach. 

The records disclose that on July 1, 
Roach added another daughter to the 
payroll at a salary of $150 a month. 
Besides Miss Nadine Roach, third 
daughter of the Secretary of State, 
who went to work in July, the second 
daughter, Miss Pauline Roach, has 
been regularly employed as a clerk 
in her father’s ofice at a salary of 
$150 a month, until her marriage 
Wednesday, when she was succeeded 
by still another daughter, Miss Celes- 
tine Roach. In addition to his daugh- 
ters, Roach has in his department 
Miss Lina H. Millard, his sister-in- 
law, who is his confidential clerk and 
stenographer. Her salary is $100 a 
month. 

Whether there is a contest in pro- 
gress between the Auditor’s office and 
the State Department, to see which 
will get the most relatives of the de- 
partment heads on the payroll, has 
been the subject of much speculation 
among politicians, but all are agreed 
that if such is the case, the Auditor 
is sure to lose because his family is 
the smaller. Roach has 13 children. 

If the contest is to be decided by 
the number of relatives appointed 
directly by the heads of the depart- 
ment, who are also the heads of the 
families, Roach already has taken the 
lead, scoring three points with his 
two daughters and_ sister-in-law, 
while Gordon in his own office has 
only his wife, Mrs. Oma Gordon, and 
Willard King, brother.in-law of Mor- 
ris Gordon, the Auditor's son. 

But Gov. Major proved a valuable 
ally to the Gordon household when 
he appointed Morris Gordon supervi- 
sor of the building and loan depart- 
ment, and the latter’s wife, Mrs. Nel- 
lie Gordon, a clerk in the same de- 
partment. Morris’ salary is $2400 a 
year, while that of his wife is $900. 

The salary of Mrs. Oma Gordon, 
wife of the Auditor, is $1800 a year. 
King’s salary as chief clerk to the 
Auditor is $2400. 

Since Roach has gone into office 
his daughters have drawn from the 
State treasury in salaries for each bi- 
ennial period the following amounts: 
In. 1909-10, Miss Romaine Roach, 
$637.09, and Miss Pauline, .$1875: in 
1911-12, Miss Pauline, $1475, and Miss 
Nadine, $2100; in 1913-14, Miss Paul- 
ine, $2250, and Miss Nadine, $1725. 
During 1915 Miss Pauline had been 
on the payroll regularly until she was 
succeeded by her sister, Miss Celes- 
tine. while Miss Nadine began work 
on July 1,

Ignatius T. T. Lincoln Tells 
| Brooklyn Judge That Forgery 
Charge Is a Blind. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Believing his 
extradition would mean his death, Ig- 
natius Timothy Tribich Lincoln. former 
inember of the British Parliament and 


now a self-confessed German spy, told 
United States Judge Veeder in Brook- 
lyn that the charge of forgery, on which 
he is wanted in Kngland, is nothing 
more than a blind. 

“The charge is made up,”’ he said. “It 
is only a subterfuge to get me into 
Great Britain. Once I get there I will 
be executed as a spy.” 

Lincoln, whose own story of his work 
as a German spy was printed recently in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine, 
was arrested in his furnished room at 
518 Decatur street as a fugitive from 
justice, being wanted in England to 
answer for forgery involving £1000. On 
his plea of not guilty Judge Veeder held 
him for examination Aug. 19, 

“The revelations of an international 
spy’’ is the title of a book which Lin- 
coln has been working on and which 
he xpected to complete in about a 
week. 

“My arrest is also to prevent my pub- 
lishing this book,” he said. “It is noth- 
ing short of political persecution.” 

Lincoln is a former Liberal member of 
Parliament. Born in Paks, Hungary, in 
1879, he disappeared from there in 1896 
and went to live in London. He became 
connected with the London Soctety for 
Prompting Christianity. In 1900 he ree 
turned to Germany, married, and began 
the study of theology. A year later he 
went to Canada and entered the Preshv- 
terlan College in Montreal. He was or- 
dairned in the Anglican Church and re- 
turned to England. He was elected 
to Parliament from Darlington in 1910 
and withdrew the following year after 
the dissolution. 

When the war started Lincoln was

Germans Ready to Install Civil Ad- 
ministration at Warsaw. 
BERLIN, Aug. 6, via Londo: -The 
no additional details whatever concern- 
ing the fighting which preceded the fal) | 
of the Russian fortresses of Warsaw 
and Ivangorod. 

Warsaw's fall had been discounted in 
advance, and the news evoked no deni- 
onstrations in the capital. When the 
report of the capitulation of Ivangorod 
came, however, impromptu proceedings 
were formed in Unter Den Linden. One

Evacuation of Riga in Full Swing; 
Cannot Be Well Defended. 

LONDON, Aug. 6.—‘‘The Russian War 
Office has set aside $25,000,000 to help pay 
the cost of the removal of Warsaw milis 
and factories to the interior of the em- 
pire,” says the Petrograd correspond- 
ent of the Times. 

“The Warsaw retreat is less the direct 
outcome of engagements on the Blonie 
line and in the Novo Georgiewsk region 
than the result of the strategic situation 
as a whole. In the region of vstrolenka 
and the mouth of the Skwa the enemy 
threatened to cut our rear communica- 
tions and deprive us of the opportunity 
of regrouping, while, by their offensive 
in the Lomza district, which is begin- 
ning to overshadow even the Vistula 
front In strategic importance, the Ger- 
mans are striving to effect a deep en- 
velopment of our forces on the Vistula 
River. Should this offensive be further 
developed, it possibly will be cirected 
against Bialystok and Brest-Litovsk 
from the north. It is quite likely Field 
Marshal von Mackensen will transfer 
his troops from the Chelm district to 
co-operate in this attempt. Another 
factor was the auxiliary operation on 
both banks of the Vieprz against Lukow, 
intended to cut the Ivangorod-Lukow 
line. 

“Today's news warrants the conclusion 
that the fate of Riga is sealed. The 
country on this side of the Mussa, where 
fighting is proceeding at present, does 
not afford the Russians a line capable 
of stemming the ehemy’s advance, but 
is suitable merely for rear-guard actions. 
The River Dvina is intrinsically a more 
formidable obstacle, but as Riga is sit- 
uated on both side@ of the river, it does 
not afford opportunities for effective 
defense. 

“Two corps of Gen. von Buelow’ s army 
already have reached the Mussa. The 
evacuation of Riga is in full swing. The 
streets are packed with dense crowds 
and the stations are besieged with those 
anxious to leave, 

“The evacuation of Mitau was ef- 
fected by the postoffice employes and 
the police last Saturday. German resi- 
dents-were greatly delighted at the ar- 
rival of their countrymen. They had 
made no secret of their sympathies.”

ABANDONMENT OF 
WARSAW ORDERLY 
REFUGEES DECLARE 


Hundreds Arrive at Moscow 
Without Money and Are Cared 
for by U. S. Consulate. 


By Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Aug. 6.—Hundreds of ref- 


gees from Warsaw are arriving hele 
daily. Most of them are _ without 
money and are seeking «said at the 
American consulate, where an enlarged 
staff is attempting to supply temporary 
assistance, pending organization of a 
Russian relief commission. 

The refugees state that, although the 
Polish capital was convinced that the 
Germans ultimately would occupy th2 
city, a majority of the citizens elected 
to remain, only opporximately 15 per 
cent having left. 

This accounts for the comparative or- 
der and absence of panic, which accom- 
panied the exodus. 

When German occupation first seemed 
imminent the Government ordered that 


third-class tickets to any point in the 
interior of Russia should be given free 


to all citizens desiring to depart. The 


only condition attached was that res!- 

dent&’ departing should not be allowed 

to return without a special permit. 
Feared Famine in City. 

Those choosing the alternative of de- 
parture foresaw that Warsaw would de 
visited with conditions similar to those 
imposed on Lodz, that the town woul 
be cut from the interior of Russia, 
whence all provisions were obtainable, 
and would suffer from famine. 

The refugees compare the orderly andi 
systematic abandonment of the city 
with the panic caused by the first Ger- 
man approach last October, when an 
attempt of the city officials, institu- 
tions and private citizens to all bolt at 
once resulted in indescribable confu- 
sion. 

The retirement this time was so care- 
fully planned and so systematically ex- 
ecuted that it went like clockwork, and 
an onlooker received the impression that 
a no more extraordinary phenomenon 
was occurring than the ordinary sum. 
mer exodns. Sufficient extra trains had 
been provided so that traveling condi- 
tions differed little from normal. 

An unusual feature of the abandon- 
ment was the fact that provision tickets 
were unnecessary. 


The bulk of the refugees traveled on 
foot or in wagons along the highways. 
Most of the refugees were unable to pro. 
ceed southward to Kiev. and finding 
the railway to Vilna monopolized for 
military purposes, they took the line to 
the east, temporarily crowding Moscow, 
Viadova and Brest-Litovsk. Many of 
these lost their homes in the outlying 
portions of Warsaw, the destruction of 
which became a military necessity. 

All territory immediately west of War. 
saw, containing large factories, Palish 
estates and peasant dwellings, presents 
blackened and uninhabitable areas. 


Care had been taken that no suburban 
factories should fall into the hands of 
the Germans, and be converted to thei: 
use. Chief among those destroyed was 
the million-dollar sugar factory belong- 
ing to a Polish lawyer, Eugene Kuru- 
luk, with more than 2000 tons of sugar. 
The factories in the city-itself, although 
abandoned, had not yet been destroyed 
when the refugees left the capital.

LONDON PRESS ON WARSAW. 


“Triumph of Today May Mean Serious Entan- 
element of ‘'Tomorrow,”’ for the Germans, 
Says the Times—Puts Heavier Bur- 
den an Britain, Declares Graphic, 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—All the London 
morning papers today deal editorially 
at great length with the fall of War- 
saw. All of them admit the tremen- 
dous political eftect of the occupa- 
tion of the Polish cafital by the Teu- 


tons, but a majority of them mini- 


mize its strategic results as regards 


Russia. 

“The news will have a far-reaching 
effect on the world at large,” says 
the Daily Telegraph, ‘‘and it would be 
foolish to underrate its significance. 
Politically we can well imagine that 
the latest news of the retreat of the 
Russians and the irresistible advance 
of the enemy may be of extreme util- 
ity to the nation anxious to impress 
the world with its martial qualities, 
and especially to persuade neutral 
powers like the Balkans that the God 
of battles has given victory unto its 
hands. 

‘The military and strategic conse- 
quence, however, is. very different 
from the political. When Emperor 
William addg up the net gains and 
losses he will discover that at much 
cost of blood and treasure he, has 
only enabled the Russians to fall 
back to lines more easily defended, 
and to that illimitable space of ter- 
ritory which always has baffled con- 
querors from the west.” 

Means Heavier Burden on Britain. 

The Daily Graphic says: “The loss 
of Warsaw and the year’s fighting 
are an undoubted blow to Russia and 
her allies. From the military. point 
of view it proves that the Germans 
are, in comparison to the Russians, 
stronger than they ever have been 
during the past 12 months. ft would 
be foolish for us to minimize the im- 
portance of the victory. It is reason- 
able to expect that the Russians were 
able to retreat in good order and 
save the bulk of their army. Warsaw 
is not a second Sedan. Nevertheless, 
the military power of Russia must 
remain impaired for some time to

come. That means a greater 
Strain on the western.powers. France 
long time has been putting 
forth her full strength, so that what- 
ever more has to be done must be 
done by us,” 

Views of the Times. 

The Times says: ‘“‘The capture of War.- 
Saw at the end of a year’s desperate 
struggle marks a distinct landmark in 
the war. Politically Warsaw may pre- 
sent possibilities to the Germans which 
have still to be revealed. The loss of 
the city implies that the ability of Rus- 
sia to resume an offensive which would 
gravely menace the German security 
has been indefinitely postponed. 

“However, there are reassuring fea- 
tures. We accept the Russian assur- 
ances that the Germans will not succeed 
in destroying the Russian army. More- 
over, the impression created by the fall 
of Warsaw already has been eclipsed 
by the admiration for Russia's heroic 
resistance. ‘ 

“The further course of German strate- 
gy presents some difficulty, for the un. 
broken Russian legions are still massed 
behind the Vistula, Russia has made 
the German advance far more costly 
than the German leaders believed poa- 
sible and the German time table again 
has been upset by a series of expensive 
delays. The triumph of today may prove 
the serious entanglement of tomorrow 
and Germany will not be able to under- 
take any great serious effort elsewhere 
for some time to come.” 

“That the Russians in sore extremi- 
ties have been awaiting with the most 
intense expectation news of some move 
on the part of the allies in the west to 
relieve the relentless préssure is per- 
fectly natural under the circumstances,” 
comments the Post. “If the circum- 
stances had been reversed; had it been 
the Franco-British front the Germans 
were pressing, we may be pretty sure 
public opinion in, the western countries 
should have been calling urgently 
enough for prompt action on the part 
of Russia to relieve the strain.

sive, in such a state of deterioration 
that experts say it would have exploded 
at the slightest jar, was found by a 
stewardess between hot and cold water 
pipes. It was wrapped in newspapers. 
It is said that the dynamite was taken 
to Police Headquarters, and after be- 
ing examined, was destroyed. In notify- 
ing the police of the finding of the dy- 
namite, officials *of the steamship com- 
pany, it was said, asked that no pub- 
licity be given to the fact. A search was 
said to have been made of the entire 
steamer. No more dynamité*was found, 
however. 

The explosive was discovered the day 
before the steamer sailed with more 
than 16,000 tons of cargo, almost all of 
which was war supplies. One hundred 
and eighty-eight passengers, among 
them 12 Americans, were aboard. On the 
day the steamer sailed it was known 
that the cargo as well as the baggage 
of the passengers had been closely ex- 
amined for bombs.

SCOTT CONSULTED

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Maj.-Gen. 
Hugh L. Scott, chief of staff of the 
United States Army, accotrnpanied by 
Lieut.-Col. Robert E. L. Michie, a 
member of the general staff, will 
leave Washington at 6 p. m. today 
for El Paso, Tex., to confer with Gen. 
Francisco Villa and other revolution- 
ary leaders there regarding the Mex- 
ican situation, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The six Lat- 
in-Ainerican diplomats working with the 
American Government to bring peace to 
Mexico, had a series of conferences to- 
day, covering their procedure with the 
same secrecy that was thrown about 
yesterday's meeting. The diplomats met 
at the Argentine Embassy, and later 
went to Secretary Lansing’s office. 

Today's meeting was expected to de- 
velop a line of action which the Latin- 
Americans will submit to their home 
governments, and if they agree, all the 
nations of North and South America will 
be asked for their approval 

Gen. Carranza’s refusal to meet the 
other factions in a peace conference was 
the first obstacle to be disposed of. Tt 
was believed the diplomats considered 
that question at their preliminary con- 
ference. The plan, as it stood, at the 
close of yesterday’s conference, was tc 
send Gen. Carranza a last invitation, 
backed by the moral force and author- 
ity of Pan-America to join his adversa- 
ries in an effort to have Mexicans set- 
tle Mexican affairs themselves. Today's 
meeting was expected to go far towards 
developing the alternative. 

Lansing and Scott Confer. 

Secretary Lansing conferred with Brig- 

adier-General Hugh L. Scott, chief of 
staff of the army, and Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Breckinridge. Their meet- 
ing revived a report that Gen. Seott 
might. be chosen to persuade Gen. Car- 
ranza of the necessity of yielding. Such 
a suggestion submitted to Secretary 
Lansing some time ago has not been 
acted upon. 
_ The Latin-American diplomats are un- 
derstood to favor for President of Mex- 
ico some man who will represent the 
great majority of Mexico’s inhabitants 
who are not fighting under any military 
leader. They consider that the fight- 
,__ ing forces represent such a small per- 
 @entage of the population that all mil- 
itary chiefs should yield to the masses 
who deplore the war, and have been in- 
nocent victims of its hardships. 

Eduardo Iturbide, one of those often 
mentioned as a compromise candidate 
tor the presidency, joined the diplomats 
at the Argentine Embassy for a brief 
conference. He is a grandson of Itur- 
bide, the. Liberator, was Governor of 
the Federal District of Mexico City dur- 
ing the last days of Huerta’s regime, 
and was instrumental in helping Ameri- 
cans. His candidacy has been opposed 
by both Carranza and Villa.

Under the Constitution every cor- 
poration in the State is required to 
pay $50 for the first $50,000 of capi- 
tal employed in the State, and $65 for 
each additional $19,000. 

It has been found that mgny cor- 
porations, in fact nearly all of those 
investigated so far, have made an 
initial payment on a small capital, and 
then have proceeded to employ a 
much larger amount. 

A foreign corporation, wirich is one 
organized and chartered in, another 
state, desiring to do business in Mis- 
sourl, applies for a license, alleging 


in Missouri, say $50,000. On this it pays 
a tax of $50 to the State. It then uses 
a much larger amount, frequently sev- 
eral million dollars, on which it pays no 
ax. 

Surplus or Reserve Used. 

Similarly, a corporation is‘ organized 
in Missouri with a small capital, on 
which it pays a small tax. It then car: 
ries a large surplus or reserve, which 
it uses in its business, and on which it 
pays no tax, 

It is the contention of the Secretary 
of State that this constitutes a frau 
on the corporation which pays the prop- 
er amount of tax,,and that it is a viola- 
tion of the constitution of the State. 

The corporation department is engaged 
in collecting from Many sources ev}- 
dence of the actual amount of money in 
use by corporations. 


It recently- forced... Swift. & Co; to pay 
a tax of $1: 536.50-when the companv 
sought to obtain a license on a payment 
of $75. The license of, Swift & Co. ex- 
pired March 31, 1915. It tendered $75, 
the tax. for $100,000 of capital, with 
its application for a renewal. This was 
returned, as the department had infor- 
mation that the company actually was 
employing at least $3,000,000 capital, Aft- 
er correspondence covering a _ period 
from last January to yesterday, the de- 
partment succeeded in getting a *pay- 
ment of $1536.50, which, with certain 
fees, is a tax on $3,000,000. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter learned the 
names of 11 of the larger corporations 
whcih have been investigated and ap- 
proximately the amounts which it will 
be contended they have used without 
paying the proper tax. The total 
amount, of unreported capital said to 
be in use by these corporations is in 
excess of $163,000,000. The tax due the 
State from these corporations, accord-

As, these are only 11 of the 16,000 cor- 
perations in the State, the estimate of 
the Secretary of State that the total 
amount will reach $1,000,000 is considered 
conservative.

Housewives who put up their own 
preserves have an opportunity now be- | 
fore them for obtaining excellent vege- 
tables and fruit at lower prices tham 
have prevailed th many vears, accord- 
ing to reports of dealers along Produce 
Row today. The continued wet weather, 
while hard upon grains, has restlted in 
such profusion of fruits and vegetables 
that prices in many instances are one- 
half and even two-thirds below those of 
one year ago. 
Commission men report the greatest 
peach crop in more than 10 years. Re- 
ports show 5600 cars, each loaded with 
an average of 425 Bushe!l of Elberta 
peaches, are on the way to St. Louis 
from Arkansas points. This will meat 
2,337,500 bushels of fine peaches to be 
disposed of, and the prediction is made 
that the price will drop to 6 cents a 
bushel, as against an average price of 
about $1.85 last yéar. 
Peaches are selling today at from 
cents to $1 a ‘bushel, as compared to 
$165 to $18 a year ago today. The 
figures are wholesale prices quoted in 
the Daily Market Reporter. by P. M.

Cantaloupes at Half Price.

per cent interest on them. 

It also provides that each utility must 
maintain suitable testing equipment, and 
that all gas, electric and water meters 
shall be tested periodically by the utili- 
ties. 

All bills rendered for service must be 
made out in such a manner as to be 
easily understood by the consumers, and 
80 that the amount of bills may be read- 
ily checked from the information appear- 

upon them. 

fore discontinuing service of any 
customer for violation of rules or non- 
Payment of bills, the company must fur- 
nish the consumer with at least 48 hours’ 
‘written notice.

Visit to British School 


for Bomb Throwing Is 
Trying on the Nerves 


“If You Don’t Drop It, It’s All Right,” Explains 
Sergeant, Adding That Bombs Are Well 
Behaved if You Treat Them Right. 


Correspondence of Associated Press. 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS, France, 
July 20.—It was at a bombing school on 
a French farm, where chosen soldiers 
brought back from the trenches were 
being trained in the use of the an- 
archist’s weapon, which has now become 
as respectable as the rifie. Specialism 
develops as the war goes on. There are 
no M. B. degrees for Master Bombers 
yet, but that may come any; day. 

Present was the chief instructor, a 
young Scotch subaltern with blue eyes, 
a pleasant smile and a Cock of the 
North spirit. He might have been 4 
years old, though he did not look it. 
On his breast was the purple and white 
ribbon of the new order of the Military 
Cross, which you get for doing’ some- 
thing in this war whicn would have 
won you a Victoria Cross in one of the 
little wars, 

Also present was the assistant in- 
structor, a sargeant of regulars—and 
very much of a regular—who had three 
ribbons which he had won in previous 
campaigns.

BELGIAN SEGRETS 
PRINTED IN BERLIN 


Minister to Germany in 1905 
Quoted as Writing of Kaiser’s 
Desire for Peace. 


BERLIN (by Wireless to Tuckerton, 
N,’ J.), Aug. 6.—The Nord Deutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung, according to the 
Overseas News Agency, continue the 
publication of documents purporting 
to be secret Belgian diplomatic re- 
ports found in Brussels by the Ger- 
mans, covering the period between 
190° and 1914. These documents are 
being made public for the purpose of 
showing that Germany maintained a 
peaceful attitude from the time of the 
Moroccoan crisis until the béginning 
of the present war. 

The Belgian Minister at Berlin is 
quoted as reporting to his Govern- 
ment on Dec. 31, 1905: “The German 
Emperor’s highest ambition is to 
maintain peace during the whole of 
his reign.”’ 

England Ready to Aid France. 

The Belgian minister at London 
under date of Jan. 14, 1906, as quoted, 
insisted that England was ready to 
assist France even in case of war 
during the Moroccoan crisis, which 
was then acute. 

Commenting on King Edward's 
meeting with M. Delcasse, who was 
then a private citizen, the Belgian 
Minister at Paris, on March 6, 1906, 
wrote: “It is natural that the En- 
glish King wanted to give. special 


‘marks of sympathy to a minister who 
hail shown himself desirous to share 
England's views.” 

The Belgian Ambassador at Berlin, 
on April 5, 1906, wrote as follows: 
“The English press did everything to 
obstruct the results of the Algeciras 
conference and was more irreconcili- 
able than the French. The papers 
never cease to discuss German’ plans 
of aggression which do not exist.” 

French Arrogance. 

On March 28, 1907, the Minister at 
Berlin, reported: “French arrogance 
is now as it was during the — 
days of the second empire. * * 
This arrogance has increased one de- 
gree since the negdtiations between 
London and St. Petersburg.” 

The Belgian Minister at Berlin is 
quoted as writing under date of April 
8, 1907, that “France is not expected 
to keep her engagement” with regard 
to the A}jgerciras convention, and, 
further on, in his report: “Every. 
time that France in the course of his- 
tory, has felt strong enough, she has 
tried to arrogate the hegemony of the, 
world. This time the entente cor- 
diale with England gives her the nec- 
essary self-confidence.”

SECOND MAN DIES 
FROM A SCAFFOLD 


Walter Clark Expires at City 
Hospital—Two Other Men 
Not Expected to Live. 


Walter Clark of 2229 Alcott street, a 
Carpeuiter, died at the city hospital early 
this morning from injuries received in 
his fall from a troken 50-foot scaffold, in 
the rew power house of the St. Louis 
Independent Packing Co., Vandeventer 
and Chouteau avenues, at 2:10 yesterday 
afternoon. His was the second death re- 
sulting froin the accident. Fred Most 
of 12%1 Dillon street, a concrete worker, 
died e few minutes after his fall. 


The two others injured in the accident 
are in the city hospital, and neither is 
expected to recover. Charles Manchan- 
sky cf 2522 North Twenty-second street 
is suffering from a skull fracture and 
internal injurics, and Joseph Phillips of 
621 Suuth Third street is periaps more 
seriously hurt, his skull and right leg be- 

The Coroner’s inquest into the deaths 
of Most and Clark will probably bring 
an inquiry as to the responsibility for 
the construction of the scaffolding. The 
men were employed by the Goebel Con- 
tracting Co4 which holds the contract 
for interior completion of the power 
house. 

Scaffold Near Roof. 

They were removing false work and 
concrete moldings from beneath the roof 
and the scaffolding was within a few 
feet of the roof. An employe of the 
packing company, who was in another 
part of the room, heard a breaking 
sound and, looking up, saw the four 
men fall. 

The men’s employers, when seen 
shortly after the accident, refused to 
make any statement. 

Phillips was conscious this morning. 
but was unable to tell coherently o” 
the accident. He said he thought a repe 
broke. 

The unusual number of fractures in 
Clark’s body caused comment at the 
hospital, and it was considered remark- 
able that, with: such injuries, he shou'd 
have lived 13 hours. His right arm, left 
arm, several ibs, left leg, shoulder, left 
pelvic bone and right femur were frac- 
tured.

“In their primitive costume, Austral- 
jans and New Zealanders live, work and 
fight, their gaunt limbs burned by the 
sun to a dull brick red. Nothing has 
contributed so much to the health of the 
troops as their incessant bathing in the 
sea. The men relieved from the front 
trenches, regardless of snipers, head 
straight for the ocean. There is an 
endless procession of nakéd warriors 
between camp and beach from sunrise 
tc sunset.”

THE MEXICAN CONFERENCE. 

With the opening of the conference in Mexico 
the moral support of the six conferring Central 
and South American nations in our efforts to 
pacify Mexico and organize a constitutional gov- 
ernment there is dssured. 

Moral support and co-operation are practically 
all that is needed. If forcible intervention be- 
comes necessary it is not to be expected that the 
Latin-American republics will act jointly with the 
United States. We will have to do the work, but 
intervention will be easier if it is not rendered un- 
necessary, by the moral support of the South 
American nations. Every step taken by the 
United States will have the approval of nations 
which represent Central and South American 
sentiment and interests. 

The moral strength and authority given the 
movement to restore peace and orderly govern- 
ment in Mexico may avert the necessity of armed 
intervention. Force, it is understood, has not 
been mentioned in the conference and probably 
will not be until all other means fail. It is not 
likely that any one of the Mexican faction lead- 
ers will be able to maintain organized resistance 
to the demand of seven nations that the Mex- 
ican factionists join in organizing a government. 
It is not likely that any leader will attempt it in 
the face of the existing intolerable situation and 
the moral force of the demand, with the physical 
forces of the United States available to give effect 
to it. 

It was to be expected that the co-operation of 
the American republics for Mexican pacification 
would bring out suggestions of an American de- 
fense league to resist outside aggression. ‘ 

Neither the necessity nor the wisdom of such a 
movement is apparent. We do not want entan- 
gling war alliances with any nation. The Monroe 
Doctrine stands as a bar to outside aggression or 
political interference on the American continent. 

If the conference succeeds in settling the Mex- 
ican problem, it will accomplish all that is nec- 
essary or desirable now. 
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The war has brought capital and labor together.

THE CAPTURE OF WARSAW. 

As a prize of war in Germany’s hands, Warsaw 
stands for the conquest of Poland. On both;fronts 
Germany is now fighting the war in foreign ter- 
ritory, and neither in the east nor west are the 
allies capable of driving the Teutonic armies back 
toward the frontier. For Germany to hold what 
it has would mean ultimate victory; to lose, its 
armies must not only be expelled from Russia, 
Belgium and France, but decisively beaten. The 
allies have a long, dreary and costly task ahead 
of them, in view of the slowness of their prepara- 
tions. 

The moral effect of the taking of Warsaw will 
be far reaching. In Germany it will quicken the 
national spirit and fortify the confidence of the 
people in the Kaiser’s armies. It will complicate 
the Balkan situation by checking displays of par- 
tisanship for the allies’ cause. It is even likely 
te affect the tone and character of Germany’s 
reply to the United States. Warsaw itself is 
of minor importance, but the h prestige gained 
for German arms in the brilliant campaign in/ 
Poland is of incalculable importance to the Ger- 
man empire. 
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The Poles took to the timber. 
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THE TEST OF WEALTH IN WAR. 
Great Britain and Germany differ as greatly in 
war economics as they do in political principles 
for which they stand in the fighting. 

In a statement prepared by Sir George Paish, 
England’s financial ability to carry on the war is 
measured up largely from its great investments 
abroad, its continuing foreign trade and its gen- 
eral unencumbered wealth accumulations. 

In a statement given out at the same time the 
Secretary of the Imperial German Treasury 
stresses the financial war ability of that country 
on the very fact that its foreign trade has been 
largely cut off. “We produce practically every- 
thing needed for war. Thus expenditures for war 
purposes resolve themselves into savings.” So 
far as finances go, Germany can carry the war 
“through an unlimited time.” 

This is a development of the theory that na- 
tions can lift themselves by their own boot- 
straps, which will ‘suit the most exacting American 
stand-patter. a theory it is obviously absurd. 
As a practical matter it was tested by our South- 


ern Confederacy under somewhat similar circum- 


stances and shown to be a wretched failure. 

We must go back to the British view of the case 
for a correct understanding of the situation. 
Financially speaking, war means a diversion and 
‘waste of capital and never a net saving, as Dr. 


| Helfferich would have us suppose. Of two coun- 


tries at war, the one with the larger capital ac- 
cumulations will last the longer. 

Both countries are fighting each on its own fat, 
and the one with the more fat, and particularly 
the more fat which fs fryable for war purposes, 
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is fat, moreover, which is not renewed in the | 
process, as Dr, Helfferich implies. It is fat which 
has gone into the fire and which leaves .bebind 
it only skin and bones. 
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THE NEW PARTY OF PROSPERITY. 

The Pittsburg Gazette-Times prints an edi- 
torial on the passing of the “prosperity” campaign 
cry. It confesses that it has itself, in common 
with Republicans in general, made joyful use of 
this campaign cry in the past. Systematic and la- 
borious effect has been made to associate the 
years of Democratic administrations with scarce 
employment, industrial depression and reduced 
wages. “But,” it adds: 

Republicans must take it all’ back now. 
Wages are on the up grade, The Demo- 
cratic party is clearly the party of business, 
It is being vindicated. If any unregenerate 
Republican so much as alludes to the thread- 
bare campaign cry about a defective tariff 
system or to the depressing consequences of 
Democratic domination he will be referred to 
the statistics applying to expotts. He will be 
asked what more could any party do. 

To think of the Democratic party as the party 
of national prosperity will be a little hard for 
some of the old stand-patters, but they will proba- 
bly have to come to it. If admission is made in 
Pennsylvania that the old slogan has played out, 
it.must have played out indeed. It was always 
a dishonest campaign cry, anyway, and in recent 
years it has had the greater fault for political 
purposes of being tiresome. 

Probably some old-fashioned fellows will con- 


stump, just as some still make use of the ridicu- 
lous bloody-shirt cry, but the number of voters 
who take it seriously is already very small and 
will grow much smaller by the time the 1916 cam- 
paign opens. 
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The more pictures of Warsaw are printed, the 
more the neutral reader wonders when that in- 
teresting city received its last coat of paint. 
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WHAT IS EFFICIENCY? 

What is the basis of the experience test of the 
Efficlency Board? Is it mere service in office or 
efficiency in office? 

We find in the case of the jailership a num- 
ber of years in office was credited to experience. 
Holding an office in which the incumbent dealt 
with prisoners increased the experience percent- 
age. Four years as Deputy Circuit Clerk, two 
years as Deputy Sheriff and 12 years as Justice 
of the Peace gave an applicant a grade of 100 in 
experience, precisely the same as that given ap- 
plicants who had served as jailer and deputy 
jailer. \ 

Actual experience as jailer or deputy jailer, 
coupled with a record of efficiency, should be 
graded above any number of years service in 
other offices. Moreover, efficiency should count 
for more than mere official service. 

Ability to get or hold an office does not meas- 
ure a man’s efficiency in office. Popularity or 
political pull might enable a man to get and 
hold offices afl his life, yet he might be grossly 
inefficient. THe record of the man is the chief 
thing to be considered. All other standards are 
futile. 
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LAWFUL SUBMARINE WARFARE. 

An incident that has not been duplicated on 
either side since the early days after the opening 
of the war a year ago is recorded. Two British 
merchant ships captured by the Germans in the 
North Sea were sent under guard to a Belgian 
port they control, instead of being sunk. 

German ships disappeared so long ago from the 
sea that there has been no chance since last fall 
to capture and take any of them. triumphantly 
into allied harbors. And while plenty of allied 
ships still remain on the sea, it has not been the 


when captured. 

The significant thing about this incident is that 
the German craft that effected the capture was 
a submarine. It happened that the two ships 
were loaded with foodstuffs, for which much use 
can be found in Germany just now, but the con- 
tention that it is impractical for submarines to 
observe the ordinary rules of war is disposed of. 
If it was feasible to send these two vessels to 
harbor under guard of a prize “crew” of one man 
for each, it is feasible to make a similar disposi- 
tion ‘of many other vessels, especially. those cap- 
tured-to the eastward of the British Isles, 

It cannot be said that our protests, in which we 
have voiced’ the demands of the whole neutral 
world since the Lusitania was sunk, have been 
in vain. Germany is mending her ways. Her 
submarine tactics. have been so modified that the 
change would have to be carried only a little 
farther to bring them into conformity with law. 
The demonstration that submarine warfare does 
not necessarily lose any of its effectiveness be- 
cause it is lawful has already been made in a 
number of instances. 
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THE AUTOMOBILE. 

One of the best pieces of news out of Missouri 
for some time is an Official report from Jefferson 
City stating there are 68,815 automobile licenses 
in the State, mostly pleasure vehicles. This is an 
increase of nearly 15,000 over the previous year. 
May the good work continue and the following 
year see the number doubled. 

The automobile is protably one of the greatest, 
if not the greatest, pleasure producing inventions 
of the present age. In its earlier stages it was 
both expensive and unreliable, hardly more than 
a toy for the rich. But today through experience, 
increased facilities and competition, it has not 
only been developed into absolutely commer- 
cial article, but at prices within the reach of mod- 
erate means. 
There are two ways of running a machine—ex- 
pensively and cheaply. A high-priced car with 
a higher-priced chauffeur is and always will be a 
cestly proposition, and a luxury alone for the rich. 
This, however, does not prevent the poor man 
from buying a moderate-priced car, ‘akine care 
of and running it himself, at a reasonable figure. 
A comfortable, though not luxurious machine, can 
be bought at from $400 to $700. The upkeep of 
this type should not exceed 2 cents per mile. So 
by running 25 miles a day, about two hours’ out- 
irig, the expense would be approximately $15 per 
month.

“Wall street was filled with ru- 
mors calculated to excite interest in 
the war shares.
